Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,2,4, 6, 8, 9, and 11-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 6, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 

semiconductor device comprising a wiring board with electrodes, the board including a 
solder resist covering the wiring board and including openings formed over the 
electrodes so that the solder resist overlaps the outside periphery of the electrodes. 
The device Is further characterized by a semiconductor element being mounted to on 
the wiring board via solder bumps that electrically connect with the exposed electrodes 
of the wiring board. The device is particularly characterized by setting the thickness of 
the solder resist to be greater than or equal to the thickness of an under-fill resin that is 
disposed between the solder resist and the semiconductor element as claimed by the 
applicant.
